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INTRODUCTION 

T HIS year the Government of India generously sanctioned increased grants Introduction 
for the Conservation of Monuments as well as for the Exploration of ancient 
Bites In the former case the grant was increased from Rs. 6,52,200 m 1924-25 
to Rb 7,27,040 and m the latter from Rs 12,000 to Rs 92,000 The funds 
given for Exploration were particalaily ■welcome and enabled the Department 
to take up excavation m real earnest The principal work m this held was 
at hlokeivjo daro in Sind where digging has been in progress on a small scale for 
the past three years In Section II of tbs report will be found a full account 
by Sir John Marshall of the work achieved and the progress made at this site 
The news of the discovery by Su Aura' Stem of Alexander's Aomos has already 
been widely published m the newspapers, but the official report on his journey 
and the reasons which led him to identify the high spur of Pir Sar rising 
above the light bank of eke Indus with the rock of Aomos captured by 
Alexander s army are given m these pages (Section V) 

The Government of tbs United Provinces having expressed its inability to 
continue to underbake as agents of the Government of India the work of repairs 
to the ancient monuments in that. Province owing to the reorganisation of it 3 
Public "Works Department it became necessary for the Archaeological Department 
itself to carry out such works m so far as the United Provinces was concerned. 

In the year 1923 the execution of repairs to the Central Government’s protected 
monuments m the Agra District had been, transferred to the technological 
Department as an experimental measure and it was, therefore, not quite such 
a difficult matter to increase the area of such work, although a very muck

At Rai Bareli one of the & de walls of the gate of the old Turned fort Sareh 
together with its adjoining buttress suddenly collapsed during the rams As a 
pubic road passes through the gate its repairs were immediately taken m hand 
and the broken wall was rebuilt in a similar manner to the original with old 
special sized bricks The gate is in a. much dilapidated condition requiring 
further repairs which are proposed to be undertaken next year 

The Maqbara of Nawab Dilex Khan at Shahhad in the district of Hardoi Sardoi

In the Eijapni Distr ct several special repairs were earned out by the Bombay Pre» 
Public Works Department during the year under review The repairs to the sidcncy ni* 
plastered golfit of the Gol Gmnbaz tor which a high scaffolding was erected ^ ! “ 1 
last year were resumed The thickness of the original plaster vines from 4" 
to 0" and it was rendered in successive layers bonded together with broken 
tdes The same method of construction is being adopted m repairing the 
fallen patches and for additional strength thick iron nails are being damn 
m at intervals and tied together with galvanised wires The gaps left in the 
new compound wall around the Gol Gumbaa have now been closed up coin 
pletely to vehicular traffic 

The removal oi a modern caosewaj between the outei platform of the 
Gol Gutnbaz and the Naqqaraklia.n'i has led to the discovery of a. continuous 
plinth moulding mimd the former The site now presents a much neater 
appearance with the two flights of steps at both ends constructed during the 
year according to the recommend itions of the Direttoi General of Archeology 
The question of prowling suitable lawns and pathways around this great 
monument has been receiving attention foi some years The Executive En 
gineer Bqapur Division has now succeeded in tracing out the ancient pipe 
line running from the Begum lalao to the Gol Gumbo? and some of the water 
towers erected at intervals along the line which were badly in need of re 
parrs have been made watertight by phsteung and pointing with cement 
moitai These verbs have resulted in the bringing oi water from the Asai 
Malml to the tower withm the Gol Gumbm compound There was also a 
subsidiary system of water supply from the Masa Bar di situated to the north 
to the Gol Gumbaa and the fallen walls oi the forruoi wen, repaired to some 
extent dux mg the year 

A finial ot a minaret at the southeast comer to the Ibrahim Rauza 
winch recently fell down has been reset in cement mortar md necessary re 
pans to the walls m the main hall of the Sangit Malnl which were badly 
over 1 angmg and the walls ot the Man Mahal neaib; were it tended to Some 
land was acquired m the interests of these two mahals and was paid for from 
archaeological funds A further acquisition of land required for opening out a 
dram in front ot the Ran Ham fa? vw also made during the year 

At Puttadkil m the Bqapur District two broken and over banging lintels Pttttniilal 
of the mam entrance of the Chaluhyan temple oi kirupahsln wexe supported 
by an iron frame noil The damaged pillars also were secured by lion bands 

made as inconspicuous as possible bj painting a dull colour 

Besides completing the special woiks m progress m the Badana Tuluha \agrd 
repairs to a monument named the Magauath temple in the nlhge of Nagrd 
were taken m band during tk yor A pathway from the nearest public 
road bus been opened out b) cutting awaj forest jungle with the permission 
of the r orest Department) and the mnunment Ins non been freed from all 
trees and vegetation which had grown on and around it

la tie Ahmednagar District woik on tl e isolated gateways at Tisgaon 
which 1 avc no connection whatsoever with any walls m the vicinity was 
undertaken by the District Local Board. The repairs consisted mainly ol 
underpinning the walls above the plinth and strengthening the bases ot the 
comei pillars of the two square gateways and of filling m the exposed founds 
irons mill earth From the construction of these elegant structures they would 
teem to have been used an watch towers oi shooting boxes by the Nizam Shak 
Kings ot Ahmednagar 

In the Ahmedabad Distrct two works rut —(1) repairs to the Raipur 
or Rajapur gate of the city of Almiedabad and (2) repairs to the Manser 
Takes at Vuamgam were taken m hand during the year The special repairs 
to the Khan Mas]id at Dholka were rompletcd and here the tombs on both 
sides of the mosque were also attended to In the case of one the exposed 
foundation has been covered up by earth lemoved from the side of the plinth 
aicund the platform, of the other Some more work at this site is necessary 
and will be taken up later after necessary conservation notes hare been drawn

The repairs to the Bhamaua well oi, Mohmudabad were continued from 
last vcai Most of the pillars pieces of stone railing and other broken frag

this corbelling Ins hid to be dismantled and rebuilt In the reconstruction, 

the centra] portion of the passage has been left open and the ends of the 

corbelled ruuf have been lacked back on eitkei side of this opening so that 
both the intend of the passage and the construction adopted to roof it are 
more effectively exhibited (Plate VII figs a and ?>) 

On this corbelling and over the southern half of the ipper level the

Stupa Site No 3 —As is mentioned m the account under Exploration 
(page 103) the southeast corner tower belonging to the earliest level of the 
stupa was brought to light in the rear under review Its stucco surface 
which was cracked m many places was made secure by filling the fissures 

with a specially prepared cement to match the old work and the broken 

fragments ot its plaster images were similarly refined m position The upper 
circular drum of this tower had partly fallen and the musing port, on was 
reconstructed m brio! to accord with the part preserved On the top of tins 

drum which originally was crowned by a solid dome a layer of concrete 

lies been spread to render the structure, watertight and on the concrete cover 
mg brick bats and earth have been lard so as to induce a growth of grass 
on the top and give a more natural appearance to the rmned towe* 

The several stucco covered votive stupas that were dug out of the laid 
brick filling about this tower have also been repaired with cement m the 
crevices to ensure their preservation. 

On the very top of the stupa mound the low fragmentary remains of 
the shrine like structure that were found 1 - have been -ecared and the traees 
of walls flanking the entrance on the north were preserved by rcconstr ic.tmg 
them to a height of some 12" above floor level with new bricks care being 
taken to follow exactly the evidence of the old work The remaining piaster 
here has also been rendered secure and as an instance of the significance 
that the smallest thing may hold in archceological conservation it may be 
mentioned that it was an upturned edge of floor plaster here not half an 
inch high that dsclosed the extent and shape of the original brnsl jambs 
of the entrance gateway wludi had themselves wholly ibsappeired m its rum 
So little of the remains survives at the topmost level that only the 
inner face of the containing walls of this shone was found to exist within 
the configuration of the stupa crest so that there is no evidence of the 
thickness of these walls but only the outline of the inner faces Ko outer 
wall lace can therefore be constructed in the repair and tie bnch on the 
outside has .iceonhirgJj been left rough to ftiira&fc the hearting of the wan 
Brief, mahnj—k round lakh of special bricks of the large Gupta size’

A blither sum of Rs 281 was spent on continuing the conservation of 
the Rajgir Forts which date back to pro historic times A brief note on the 
lustorj of tin. sue and its principal features is given m the previous repoit 
together with details of the repair*, to he done 

The original estimate tor this work was Rs 967 and the principal item 
was the replacement in position of the huge boulders that had fallen from 
the old ejclopean walls and lie at the foot of them Owing to difficulties 
experienced by the Public Roils Department in handling these heavy stones 
it has been found necessaij to increase the estimate to Rs 4 853 and as the 
current allotment was hunted to Rs 644 woik on the walls has had to 
be postponed I e?sei items m the estimate were however executed These

against a further estimate of Es 4 281 was spent during the year under remew 
tn continuing it Great trees and thick 'jungle have been cleared from the 
encircling walls of the two forts and from a margin of some 10 feet along 

them both inside and out Tall trees growing from the tops of the walls 

have been cut down and the work m hand a ms at the removal of the great 
intertwining pipal roots that spread over and penetrate into them for unless 
they are removed the jungle will only spread again 

The conservation of the fort walls generally will be limited to the re 
moval of this jungle for funds rail not permit of them constructional repair 
The mam gates with then outworks and enclosed courts will however be 
kept up m sound strucbrnal condition They are an interesting example of 
the fortifications of this period and the Nagpun Gate of the New Port has 
the further merit of being a particularly fine example of Early Mughal arch 
teeture It is sadly mined and almost everything but the actual archway 
itself has collapsed but such os remains is well worthy of preservation The 
elaborate arabesques raised m relief on the outer facade of fine grained white 
sandstone are exquisitely wrought and are comparable with some of the best 
work at Agra 

The tail of the adjacent fabric has left exposed the outer abutment of 
this archway and it is proposed to erect a buttress against it for its support 
Paths through the dense jungle in the interior of the forts have been 
cut and it is now possible to approach the remains of the several small 
palace-buildingE within the walls of the Old Fort These buildings are generally 
too badly ruined to iepau and it is proposed merely to keep them free of 
jungle and clear the dflns from about them 

The Raja s luchlmi m the New Tort is generally m better cimdition 
and a few minor repairs will be put m hand for its preservation A path 
out through the thick jungle up the lull side to the entrance of the Mew 
Fort has greatly facilitated access to it and it is learned that the jungle 
clearance effected here has induced many moie people to visit the mmams 
than formerly It is of course impossible to clear the whole area within 
the walls and no more will be attempted than to maintain free of jungle 
the paths and margins that have already been cleared 

The small bnck mosque & (mated close to the breach made m the wall 
of the Old Fort by the British in 1772 and through which one now enters

The East Gateway of the BaTaba.li Fort it Cuttack also recened atten Cmiod 
tion and a great bar tree that grew out of the top of the gate has been cut 
down piece by piece so that its remo\ al might not injure the old shattered 
fabric The great roots that penetrate it are being cut awav as far as possible 
and the cracks they have caused are being filled with concrete to make tl e

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tial to the safety of the structure which can now "be put into a state of 
relatively sound repair Th p estimate tor this work amounted to Rs 3 Ml 
and a sum of Rs 285 has been spent against it A brief account of the

Repairs to certain of the caves at Ehandasm m the Pun District were 
carried to completion at a cost of Rs 508 against an estimate of Rs GOO 
The work was in progress from the previous yeai and it involved the erec 
tion of masonry pillars to support the fractured roof of the small Khandagm 
Cave and the repair of the roof of Tatua Cave No II The damage at this 
latter cave had been caused by the ngrowmg roots of a tree above This 

has now been cut down the roots removed and the cracks they nad caused 

have been filled with concrete to prevent- further leakage of water into the 
sculptured interior 

These caves at Khandagin have been often described and it will suffice 
here to lemark that they date from about the middle of the 2 nd century 
BC they aie exclusively Jama in origin m contrast to the early eaves 
of Western India which are Buddhist and they are of special interest arckeo 
logically both for the important epigraphies! records they bear including the 
celebrated inscription of Kharavelfi Ling of K clings and for the evolution 
of plastic art revealed m the sculptuies thev contain Oi particular interest 
m this connection ate the indications they afford of the mannas m which 
indigenous art at this early period was animated by \\ ester n Asiatic inspira 
ton and how increasingly devoid of life and expression it became as this

On the completon of the repairs that have been m progress since 1022 
23 on a number of the famois shrines at Bhuvanesvar m the Run Dig

were warned that disobedience of orders was not the Way to win the favour

"The Atharanala bridge over the Madhopur stream, some two miles north Pun 
east of Puri According to the Palm leaf chronicles kept in the Puri Temple

golia, a well known officer of the time of the Vijayanagai king Achyuta He 
is mentioned m Nos 420 and 445 of the Epigraphical Report for 102o from 
the Narasainopet Taluk of the Guntur District All record charities of his 
iwwgktsK CfasHamusaisa, wwi wi haw saw Ewcfeaye. Wda the eneeptwm. ed the 
image of Krishna and the detached msenbed slabs tliese temples are not 
remarkable as specimens of Vijayanagur arrhitecture

King ’ll ilaw = apartment contains a room roofer! over n th a double 
multiple roof and an open \ erandah— the floor of which is raised a few feet 
above the Palace phtfoim as well is that of fie main room— runs around 
it on three sides north south and west Next to that apartment on the 
east side is the Royal Treasury The building is of wood and it is expected 
that the piesent repairs will preserve tins feature of the Palace for some time 
to come 

The other work on the Palace platform comprised the continuation of 
the laying of the yallangyi stone slabs round the apartments and the main 
tenance of the gardens 

The fyalllals or bastions on the Fort walls which constitute one of 
the finest features of the Golden City (Mandalay) have or, ng to the nature 
of the material (wood) with which they were built proved a standing sourc e 
of trouble and no little expense m their maintenance Quite recent!) a strong 
wind blew down completely two of the smaller ones those tint remain ire 
in need of constant repair and m spite of the care that has been bestowed 

on them for many years the vox! of conservation is not yet complete and 

it will not be possible to bring it to a satisfactory conclusion before yet many 
more years elapse by which time most of the old material will have dis 

appeared altogether But it should be observed that in this case the form 

rather than the materials winch in themselves can never be expected to last 

more than a few decades is being perpetuated so far as is posable 

During the year the wotIcs on these jalthah comprised the provision 
of concrete footings to p fnUkats Nos S 13 14 and 23 including the splicing 

of new teak posts and the jacking up off the old ones renewing the roofs of

King Bagyidaw s tomb at Amarapun underwent certain minor repairs dmrapura 
during the year The works consisted ot the iprootmg of big stumps of trees 
growing on the roofs by removing the old bnck verb and afterwards replacing 
it in lime mortar ot whitewashing and patching up the old plaster to render 
the building watertight at a total coat of R& 31!) 

There are two groups of Royal tombs under maintenance one being 
at Mandalay within the Tort and the other at Amarapun within the old 
a alls. A notable feature of the latter group is that each of them wis built 
in the form of a temple with a hollow basement surmounted by a dome 
crowned with multiple roofs Within the basement there 33 generally placed 
an image of Buddha and the mausoleum thus becomes a place of worship

The Magazine Port was built by Akbar and wa3 used by successive 

Mughal emperors as their residence during their visits to Ajme It was used 

by the British as a Magazine until the year 1857 The build ng is massively 
built of stone is square in plan and consists of a courtyard sun o mded by 
vaulted chambers on all its sides with octagonal bastions at the four corners 
It is pierced on its west side by a lofty handsome and imposing gate ray 
It was from one of the ba leones of this gateway that the Mughal empcroT 
Jal angir gavp the first official audience to Sir Thomas Roe the accredited 
ambassadoi of King James I of England m lfl6 AD In the centre of the 
courtyard there is a rectnngihr doublestoried building consisting of a hall 
with square cLambcrs at the lour corners and a two storied verandah without 
intermediate floors on all the four sides between them This building was 
restored by the Archaeological Department at considerable expense md m it 
tbe Rajputana Museum is now located 

The Tort is a protected monument in charge of the Provincial Govern 
ment and the tehsil and other offices are situated m it Duirag the occup.i 
tioa by such offices many alterations have been made but it would be possible 
to brmg this interesting little fort almost to its original state if the budding 
could be evaciatod and made over to the Arelradogieal Department Other 
In lidttvp, outside the fort which ones were adjuncts tn it have been com 
pletel} renovated and tins have lost all their ouffinologiu 1 \ due 

A total sum of Rs 7 393 was spent; on the muntenauce and ^oasem

At Amber the conservation work on the unique palace of tbe Kacbhuaho Jaipur

An impoitant feature of the conservation work at Mandu this year has 
been the repair of the alarmingly big crack in. the soffit of the vault of the 
south chamber of Rupnati Pavilion It was at first thought that a pillar in 
the centre would he necessary for the support of the cracked vault but it 
was finally decided that it was possible to dispense ^nth an unsightly feature 
of this kind and the crack has been mended very satisfactorily without a 
pillar The crack was opened out and filled m with good solid stone masonry 
in lime m order to form a strong key between the two sides of the cracl — 
a procedure which has now brought the damaged portion of the vault into 
one homogenous mass again 

"Works of repair on the Ujal Baoli the Lai Bungalow and the Champa 
Baolt are still m progress The State Engineer has assured the Archieological 
Department that all the outstanding works will have been completed by next 
yrar “When all the works are finished it is hoped that it wih be possible to 
prepare a detailed survey of the more important repairs with photographs of

EXPLORATION AND RESEARCH

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Northern Circle madans alike Tradition says that the direction o£ the tomb was changed 
M' Madho ty the extraordinary hohness of the saint buried in it But I think a more 
rational explanation is to he found in the geographical position of Georgia 
which is situated approximately north of Mecca If therefore an Indian 
Muslim s grave stretches north and south and the head of the corpse is 
turned towards the west or Mecca it would on the same principle be necessary to 
place a Georgian Mussulman s grave east to west with the head turned 
towards the south or Mecca In this particular instance it appears that the home 
hunal custom was still adhered to and the grave was laid a° it should have 
been laid m Georgia itself 

The inscription on the tomb is m a peculiar script unlike any known 
epigraph in India It consists of 21 lines but parts of lines 3 and 4 to 7 
are getting blurred though the outlines of the letters are still visible on 
the stone Lines 16 to 21 have lost some letters moie or less entrely 
The epigraph is inscribed m a cursive style with a preponderance of curves at 
the top and the bottom the straight lines co min g in only as exceptions Pos 
sibly there are conjuet letters also 

The pargana of Ahar lies m an out of the way place 29 miles ea ci t of 
Bnkndshahi and 8 miles north of Anupshahi Tiadition ascribes to the place 

the hoaiy antiauity of the i ! Iahablmrata period Mr CarJIeyfe derives the name

relics of ages gone by The treatment for instance of a conventional peacock

In site B a wide trench measuring 88 x6G revealed the existent e of a 
large house with several rooms and four strata of buildings of which the first 
and the fourth are poorly represented while the second and the thud are 
much better preserved Tleir depth from the existing surface is 3 1' !

fig f) But what lends special interest to the site and helps in dating the 
other antiquities is the discovery of five silver coins Pour of them are cir- 
cular and one rectangular Of the former three bear the legend Sri Sn Vi 
and Sri Pijrn and can therefore be ascribed to one or another of the Vigra 
hap las of Alagadha 1 Bub being the least barbarous specimens they may 
perhaps be assigned to about 900 AD or a little earber The fourth com is 
struck in imitation of the corns of Sassanian hirer which are placed by Y A Smith

AD 1 It is a very decadent specimen and rudely caricatures on tlie obverse 
a Sassaman head with winged headdress, and shows indications of the fee altar 
and supporters on the reverse Being degraded and found with the corns 
of Vigrahapala it may possibly be assigned to the 8th or 9fch century 
AD The filth com is rectangular but unfortunately not clear, though it is 
possible to recognise on its obverse the eonebant figure of an annual (bull 
facing left 

" Site D locally known as the Jcltera near Itukmmi fa] rises only a few 
feet above the level of the low lying fields and is situated about three quarters 
of o mile south of the principal mounds For want of time the trench (90'x 
Cm') had to remain shallow and yielded nothing except a number of carved 
Hindu bricks The stone head of a bearded male with upturned moustaches 
and elongated eyes picked up from the surface, bke the other head from site 
B, probably belongs to the 10th or 11th century AD Among the buildings 
unearthed here, attention may be drawn to a strange circular brick structure 
placed on a sort of temporary platfom two tricks deep It is 2' 8" high 
and has a rectangular cavity in the centre found bricked up even below the level

were exposed by floods, hes north of the village, and is about half a mile 
from the large mound (1,150'x 1,000} noticed by General Cunningham 2 ‘'These 
mounds hive been worked for saltpetre for ages, and they aie entirely covered 
with small heaps of rubbish, the remains of the workings” Their condition is 
still the same but I may mention that numerous fragments of pottery varying 
m colour, decoration and thickness lie Fettered abundantly over the heap”,

circumference m each case being divided by Oor ntluan pilasters into a number Provinces 
of shallow homogeneous niches In tront of the Bodhisatt'va niche referred to 
above is a flight of steps losing itself in water and according to a diver who 
was made to feel the steps by means of a long stick there are about 14 of 
then altogether Taking tbs number to bo approximately correct the floor 
level of the stupa would be about Kfi 6" below the top step as the lasers are 9" high 
The upper part of the square plinth is relieved by a modilhon and a dentil 
cornice above and below a toms moulding These are remarkably well finished 
in lime plastei which must have been applied all over the stupa as large 
patches of it are still visible over the drum and the dome The whole fabric 
is built of Karpin stone quarried from the neighbouring hill of Sakesar some 
20 miles east of Mranwah But over the southwest comer of tie pbntli is a 
subsidiary and liter brick stupa visible by the side ol the man seen m the 
photograph Assuming that the plan is regular the portions now visible indt 
cate that the plinth is 35 square and the diameter of the drum 23 so that 
even if theie be no miniatures m the court now under water the stupa is of 
a fairly large size On stylistic grounds it may be assigned to the Kushan 
penud The depth to which the stupa ip perennially under water incidentally 
furnishes an interesting testimony to the eonsderably lower bed of the Indus 
about the beginning of the Christian era 

At Bokhan I secured from the villager^ two typical terracotta figures 
One is the mailed head of a foreigner with a long drawn face knitted eye 
brows blazing eyes and fearful moustaches, ELe wears long ear pendants 
The other is a tiny Kushan figure seated in European fashion and holding some 
thing m the hollow of his hands The reverse showa Kushan drapery more 
clearly 

The stupa and portions of the ancient sate referred to above would pro 
b ably repay excavation but the only danger is that A the river returns its 
present fury the site itself may be- gradually washed away In the present 
conditions excavation of the stupa would only precipitate destruction of the 
iabnc 

So little is known of Baluchistan sites that while I was encamped near Frontier 
Kal m Jhalawan Ivatnt State every opportunity wis sewed of visiting and Circle 
inspecting all sites m the neighbourhood of which any information could b 11 Baluchistan 
obtained Artificial mounds m this region are generally known as rfai ite %Ir H Hor- 

Owmg to the sparse population it was not always possible to find an} one in fitcwcs 
tie neighbourhood of the mound from whom its name might be ascertained 
In consequence the names given to the sites are those supplied by the guides 
Though every effort vas made to obtain the correct local name it is by no 
means certain that the names here recorded are those generally used Nevertheless 
five. direction and distance from the Sohr Bamb are tmlhcieully accurate to 
enable future explorcis to trace these ^ites without any great difficulty 

Lnghor Tard one of the sites mentioned on page 22] of the Jhalawan Uy)ot lard 
fiaretteer lies about 3 miles north north-east of the Sohr Dumb from winch 
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ramp it was visited on May lUk M5 The * junto mad ’ fcm Sal to 
Rhradai passes quite close to the site and indeed, cute through three to wis 
on its southwestern edge Coming from Sal and jurt before teaching the 
cutting through the fast awl highest hand, tinned walls are seen at the 
base of tie hill on the loft and further on. two other smeller fowls ate

Isolated stunt walls are visible around the hill particularly on its south-

three hundred yards The rums of a more or less rectangular structure about 
70 ieet by 50 feet are very noticeable 

"Totsberds aw found all over the. site but are most abundant on and 
near to the isolated Ml These ate generally of plain red ware, hut Borne 
decorated specimens we recovered on and around the small M, and although 
not of the typical Hal 1 ’ type yet seemed to have affinities m both decora 
ticn and form A email selection ot specimens was made and these have been 
preserved for examination and study 

" 'Ihe existing walls ate of no great height being mere foundations or » 
few courses at most, and there is no certainty regarding the superstructures, 
for there ate now no traces of earthy mounds of nuned lavlrna walls, while 
the existing Sel>ru setm far too little to he the remains of stone walls of 3 
height necessary for domestic buildings 

There is no ' mound vn the usual sense of the word and it is probable 
that tk site was not occupied for any long period hut excavation to the 
south and south* e4 of the little lull would be necessary before this can be

from other sites No potsherd? of the typical ' Nal ’ decorated ware were

The site calls foi no immediate attention but if work is again taken up 

at the Sohr Danib it would be well to run a couple of trial trenches across 

it as this could be done compantively cheaply, and it would be interesting 
to see what vessels and antiquities this mound yields and whether surface 
indications are to be relied upon in such cases The absence of ' Nal pottery 
on this site may be due merely to the fact that no excavations have occurred 
here and it is not improbable that the lowest stiatum might reveal it as it 33 
in the lowest level at the SohT Damb that this special ware was found 

About a mile west-north west of the Sohr Damb is a low mound known i tl g\ a (J 

locally as the Anglum Damb Roughly circular in shape and rising only about 
14 feet about the surrounding country, it is not a very conspicuous ob]cct 
Its diameter is roughly 120 feet It is composed of the usual grey earth the 
dchu of iackcha walls but is coveied with gravel, small stones and water 
worn boulders, the latter seemingly the remnants of stone walls or founda 
tions Potsherds are plentiful but are limited to the mound itself so the settle 
ment cannot hare been extensive and they resemble m type those found on 
the Leri Mound about a mile and a half away Specimens were collected for 
examination and eompansun No fragments of the typical Nal ware were 
found but tbs may he due merely to the fact that no excavations have dis 
trnbed the lower strata 

The site is seemingly of the same age as the Leri Mound and does not 
call for immediate exploration 

‘About three rules south of the Sohr Damb m a tamarisk jungle is a lashtjan Da\ \b 
mound somewhat larger than tlic Leri Damb rising about 20 feet above the 
plain It is of the usual type grey earth so thickly covered with stones and 
giavel that it might at first sight be mistaken for a natural stony hillock 
The potsherds found all over its surface and truces of stone walls indicate its 
true nature Traces of burnt lachcfo, bnck are visible 

The mound is roughly oval m shape the major axis 400 feet the minor 
280 feet This mound lies roughly southwest of Nal village and about a 
quarter of a mile from the Purla nab On the low land noith of the mound 
is a small mud hut and the ruins of. another A man met with at the site 
and claiming to be owner said it was called the Latokan mound after one of 
bis ancestors 

“ 'V collection of potsherds was made for record In general these resemble 
in ornament and form those from the Leri and Augharn Da mbs and some are 
fragments of shallow vessels decorated interiorly 

r Half a mile to the east of the Sohr Dimb is a small but high mound St ijMa Damb 
which according to the only person met with in the vicimty, is satd to be 
called the Singho kn Damb It rises about 30 feet above the fields cm its 
south side, and is about 180 feet in length from north to south Small stones 
and gravel cover the surface and many large undressed stones the debris of 
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former walls litter tie mound the edges of mhieb have been cut away by 
cultivators whose fields touch it on all sides 

Potsherds are less numerous than on most of the sites already described 

and they are largely of coar&e ware and fragments of large vessels but some 

are decorated and resemble those found on other sites in the neighbourhood 
ho Na! pottery was recovered Fragments of quartzite grinding stones 
were noted The settlement can never have been large or very import- 
ant 

About a mile snutl of the Sohi Damb and about 100 yards to the erst 
of tie hamlet of 7il& (or Zilag) is a small roughly circular mound the highest 
point of which rises some 15 feet above the plain Its diameter is about 150 

feet According to the villagers it is called Bahlol or Bilol Darnb It is of 

the usual type grey earth wth a covering of stones and gravel Walls are 
tameable and more large stones than usual litter the surface. 

For the first time potsherds of the Nal type were met uith hew and 
it vas imagned tl at this might be due to the fact that m older to make a 
band for an adjacent field some excavation had been carried ont at the north 
eastern corner Tks would naturall} touch the lower strata of the mound and 
it uas m the lowest stratum at the Solir Dumb that this kind of ware was 
leccv ered 


In order to test whether this surmise was coirect a trench was cut 
through this mound bat the finds were quite unimportant and no traces of 
vessels of the typical Nal potteiy were recovered so tiiat if any necropolis 
exisua 1 ere it most probably lay outside the seeming edges of the mound 
It is unlike!} that tie potsherds of the Nal type were brought here Iron the 
Sohr Damb a full nule away so search m the immediate vicinity of this 
mound or at a lower level in our trench ought yield valuable evidence Time 
and labour were too limited to permit of extensive excavations at this site on 
tie occasion of our visit to Nal

to a site known aa tl e Mm Butt which lies about a mile and a bait south of Khitalar 

the Bed House and at the base of a rocky edge On the edge of the site 

near a water course is a small room built of fine red tiles with think joints 
of mortar obviously containing svrUi Poundations of stone walls are numeious 
Large eartl en vessels arc reported to have been found and remains of tilde 
axe still visible where villagers have made small excavations A hoard of silver 
con® i= said to have been found between walls which probably means in 
side a room Potsherds of decorated glazed ware are numerous Two copper 
antiquities a small bowl and an arrowhead were picked up on the mound 
Owing to the limited time at our disposal a detailed examination of the whole 
area could not be made but the site appears to mark an extensive settlement 
for the remains extend well into the plain 

The decorated pot si ends found on most of the Baluchistan mounds were 
not met with and the gloved pottery and bnck walls point to another and 
later period According to the Jlialawan Gazetteer, page 60 an Assistant in 
the Ethnological Survey reported the discovery at this site of a Ink for making 
glazed potter}, but this was not recognizee on the occasion of our vis it and 
may no longer exist 

Masson 1 refers to a considerable mound north of Ekuzdai where he 
found the soil strewed with fragments of burnt brick and pottery over a 
large space but from its position this would appear to be some site other 
than the Mm Butt Lying as it does at the intersection ot several natural 
highways Khuzdar must from the very earliest times have been a place of 
some importance and mounds m it* vicinity are hkely to be of more than 
ordinary interest

’ Area A —Work was started on the northwest side of the site (A on 
Plate XIII, fig a) close to the former excavations of the villagers, Gazetteer 
staff, and the Hazara Pioneers, and it was here that the most, important dts 
covenes were made This spot was chosen because if the pottery were fane 
raiy, as was suspected, it was unlikely that it would he found all over the 
site which, from ftipcrfieiaJ indications, did not appear to hare been merely a

The first operation m the excavation of this area was the removal of 
the spoil earth of the previous explorers In so doing several baskets of 
decoiated potsherds of the ' Nal ’ ware were recovered Careful examination 
of sevcial hundred specimens proved that while the outlines in black, sepia 
and olive green were permanent the blue red yellow and green used to fill 
m tie mass weie fugitive colours not only washing off, but actually rubbing 
off when handled It was obvious that such pottery could not have met dailv 
needs and must therefore have been either for pure ornament or for funerary 
purposes A very careful natch was 1 opt for complete vases which

m securing from the Survey of India the services of Mr d. Francis First 
Class Surveyor attached to No 20 Party (Cantonments) Mr Francis joined 
me at Mohcnjo daro in February and was engaged on this survey until the 
middle ot August 1926 The map which he has prepared— as excellent a one 
as could be washed from an archaeological point of view— is on a scale of 
160 feet to the inch with contours st 5 feet intervals It will he published 
along with the special Memoir tm Alokenp duo which is now in course of 
preparation but for reasons of economy it Las been emitted from the present 
preliminary leport The detailed plans of the buildings unearthed on a stale

wooden phnls used fox lining the steps were apparently bedded m it The 

manner m which this bitumen has been turned to account here as a damp 

proof course and indeed the whole con tniction of this edifice evidences a 

surj rising degree of skill and knowlc Lge on the part of the architects— 
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particularly when it i& borre m mind that they had not yet emerged from 
the chalcohthic age The practice of employing bitumen as a cementing and 
waterproofing agent was of course widespread among the Sumerians and Baby 
lonians but it does not therefore follow that the architects of Mohenjodaro 
learnt the use of it from that quarter or that they brought the bitumen itself from 
the banks of the Euphrates That close intercourse was maintained at 
this period between Siml and Sumei, and tint tins intercourse was 
earned on bj sea lather than by land is all but certain It is tbcieforc 
within the range of possibility that tire bitumen was actuallv impel tea 
from northern Mesopotamia, whence the Sumerians themselves may be 
presumed to have obtained it On the other hand bitumen is found at 
venous spots in tie Suleiman range and western Baluchistan at no great 
distance from the Indus Valley, and it is obviously more reasonable to 
suppose that it came from one or other oi these tomes rather than all the 
way iiom Mesopotamia 

‘ For what purpose the tank m the centre of this building was intended 
can only he surmised But taking all things into con^deration— and parti 
cularly the position and imposing ehaiactei of the building — tire most plausible 
hypothesis seems to be that it was connected m some way with the City’s 
religion— serving either as a bath for devotees at a neighbouring skme (and 
there are reasons for behoving that the City's principal shrine was located

mace heads analogous to those found m Mesopotamia but a more probable 
explanation in the upmion of the writer is that they were t/oim and that 
the chessmen like objects wcie tunica The yoni and the hngn me well* 
known emblems of Siva throughout the length and breadth of India and theie 
can be no questwn that the cult is one of the most ancient m the land going 
hack to a time long before the advent ot the Aryans This explanation of 
these curious emblems however is put forward merely as a tentative one, which 
further discoveries may modify 

The two large jais which <ue figured m Plate XXI b stood side by side 
in the entrance way on the north side of the Bath which hud been closed 
bv throning a thin wall across it Many such jars containing small ei pots 
have been unearthed at Mohenjo daro and Harappa and hitherto it has been 
thought that they wem some sort of uneraiy urns Remains of human bones

mity of the northern passage This consists of earthenware dram pipes with 
spigot and socket joints embedded m brick masonry This vertical chain falls 
into a 1 orwontrl brick dram which runs southward to the end of the passage, 
turns to tie west bending roind the corner of the well chamber and then 
curving southward falls into the dram in Headman Lane (Plate XXVII fig h) 

To the north of the structures just described e an open area marked 
by some fragments of brick masonry at a low level where numeioiw faience 
antiquities and. seals were found Hast of this rs a still larger open area which 
was a solid mass of i achdia brick 

North of these ojen spaces are structures bomded by High Lane all of 
thicl and solid brickwork Some of the looms are sitiated at a considerable 
height and were retched by a flight of. steps These chambers have not been 
cleared to any great depth but here again the lower walls seem to hare been 
foundations for rooms built at some considerable height Plate XXV fig b 
shows High 1mm and on the lelt the northern avail of this series of struc 
tures \t the base of the south wall was found an opening with solid bottom 
bad and sides The top was of earth and after ^ earace it was discovered 
that, this opening was the termination of a sort of flue coatared in the solid 
bnckwcnk and lending to the top of the wall This flue must have been a 
latrine or rubbish chute (Phte XXV fig c) Fi\e courses of bnc* at the base 
prevented the rubbish from foiling into the iaoe 

Last of this interesting feature is a perpendicular line of half bricks 
marking a drain V little clearance at the foot proved that it fell into a

some chaff of a cereal m a broken vessel (Vs 639) 

‘‘House Ho 17 calls for no comment except that it yielded the valuable

and three punted vases Two oi the latter (Vs "092) which were found lying 
at the same spot are smgulaily attractive specimens Ot polychrome pottery, 
in vermilion, black and white (Plate XXXVIII, c and s) The miscel- 
laneous objects in Plate XXXIX include button shaped faience eaitops, in- 
cised ivciy bars, chessman shaped objects, possibly phallic emblems etc

The site is at least 300 yards in length and laO yaids m breadth and the 

lnghe&t mound is about 20' in height The number of pottery fragments on 

tl e surface of the mound is so great that: from a distance the mound has a 

reddish appearance but burnt bricls are conspicuous by then absence The 

eastern site at Lmiojimejo does not rise to more than 5 oi C but. is thickly 

strewn with fragments of pottery and other ant quit es The specimens collected 

include fiat-bottom dishes and cups sitmki to those used by the Mohcnjo 

daro people fragments of lids and necks of painted and unpointed ware A 

chert scraper and a few shell bungle pieces conch shell cores and ornamental 

pottery fragments were also found on the surface There is no doubt that tbs 

settlement dates back to the Mnhenjo daro period The site is worthy of further 

investigation and should bo brought undei the provisions of the Ancient Monu 

ments Preservation Act with a mew to stopping further bwials and damage 

Half a mdo from the town of Badak on the road leading to the Dluun farfarn Dutnol 
mho site is a mound about 8 high above the surrounding level Plus mound ^ah 
represents an early settlement as is evident from the number of shell bangle 
pieces pottery distinctive of the Mohcnjo daro period and fragments of brick 
to be found on tlie surface A semper of which the edge is worn was picked 
up from the surface 

The mounds at Dkamrako have been described by Mr R D B merj i Dka nraho 
in the Annual Progress Report of the Western Cacle for the ycai 1920 21 
The object of my visit was to ascertain whether both the Buddhist and early 
periods are represented in those rennms as at Mohcnjo daro The ruins consist 
of an isolated mound separated from the main group winch latter is dominate 1 
by a fairly bgh mound The antiquities collected on the surface included 
shell bangle fragments and copper pieces But neither pottery of the typicil 
shape noi pal la bricks of the standard Mohcnjo daro size were discovered 
The remains thus guc no definite indication of the early age 

Lohunjodaro is a small site near Pearogath Eaihay Station and attracts Muryodam 
attention from the r ulway The local MuLbteariar made some diggings 
here and there which yielded some definitely curly aitiqmtics Among these 
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may l>e mentioned a copper tod and paste bangles with a chevron ornament 
In the course of my visit, a lew topper rods eWfc stiKpers, shell fragments 
and pottery distinctive of tlia Mohenjo daro epoch were picked up 

Bbambiodaro is a large sits situated about 5 miles from Nauudaro Bail- 
way Station On one of the mounds burnt bricks were found, the rest of the

daily as the work proceeded faded entirely to reveal any such indication m 
the solid hearting of laid brick in mud through wk oh the trench descended 
So one is led to the conclusion reinforced by the furthei evidence to be cited 
below that practically no vestige of the central stupa remained when the 
old builders erected a second stupa on its foundations 

The descent was continued by means of a narrow pit rght down to 
the bottom most foundations a distance of soma 60 feet from the top of the 
mound in the hope of recovering a possible relic casket which mignt have 
been left m situ’ on the ruin of the earliest stupa Special care was taken 
m the hist cutting of the trench to ensure that it should be m the enact 
centre ot the earliest stupa as disclosed by the position of its comer towers 
The difficulties of exploring inside the stupa mound will be appreciated when 
it is remarked that all excavation had to be done by laboriously cutting through 
a huge mass of solid laid hnck The trench and pit were necessarily kept 
as narrow as possible to reduce both the disturbance to the outer structure 
and the labour involved and the precise posit on where they should be cut 
thus became a mattei of considerable importance if decisive results were to 
be achieved 

Eight at the very bottom of the foundations based on the virgin clay 
and crossing the narrow pit from noitb to south was at last disclosed the 
fmooth fa.ee of a low buck structure corbelled out with two offsets, m the 
form of lootings to which fragments of surface plaster still adhered 

T\ith a view to discover whethei the face exposed represented the inner 
side of a chamber or the outer the laid brick hearting that had subsequently 
been built around it was opened up to tbe north and south along the plastered 
face and to the south some two feet from the side of the deep pit an ex 
ternal comer was disclosed demonstrating that it was the outer face of the 
wall that had been found and not the inner (Plate 5LYII) 

A similar short tunnel to tbe north along the wall face leveuled the 
north cast external comer of this structure and thi3 distance between the 
corners was found to be 9 feet The centre of tbe wall face could thus he 
determined and a. low tunnel to west into the assumed chamhei was begun 

After cutting through 20 inches of the br cl work a second wall face 
was revealed against which the outer wall had subsequently been built and 
the cutting was continued westward* 'again into tbe heart of tbe inner 
str icture 

A noteworthy feature of this innermost structure was the unusually 
large sire of the bucks comprising it which measured 18 inches bv 13 inches

‘ An interesting temple was discovered at Ghutgham in the northern part Ghuuj %na 
of the Bankuia District on the road to Mahara three, miles from Bar] ora 
police station (Plate IX fig c) This temple is also built of stone and appears 
to belong to the sixteenth centnry The shrine is a modified example of the 
Barakar type being slightly higher in proportion, than the temple of Ealyra 
esvan The building is handsomely proportioned and the umalala is very 
small Poor rampant lions are placed on the siUi-ara, one on each face where it 
begins to taper The body of the temple is built of sandstone but the silhara 
or spire of latexite or kankar The doorframe of this temple is beautifully 
designed (Plate IX, fig <J). bemg set in a rectangular panel with » border of

* In the extreme south western corner of the Binkuu district a group Wa iQttrh 
of interesting nuns was discovered by Mr J C French These ruins he on 
the bank of a small nver called the Human and represent some of the earliest 
antiquarian remains in that distort The locality is far away from the railway 
and its roads are situated on the borders of the adjoining districts of Midnapur 
and Manbhum The temples were of stone and collapsed long ago The 
shrines and the deities m them show a curious mixture of Tama and Hindu

in the Ranynur district and at Pahaipiir in the Rajshahi district Unfortunately 

none of them have been recovered mtaofc The best preserved pieces show a 

seated human figure in each case (Plate LIV fig j) The moulding of the 

torso and the general technique proves beyond doubt that these plaques are 

contemporary With if not older than those discovered at Paharpur and cannot 

bi later in date than the sixth century A.D One fragment shows that human 

fig ires m different positions were portrayed on some of the plaques while two 

oth»is reveal d e existence of a modified form of the acanthus motif in this 

distant corner of Assam.

“ I visited Bhamo dirnng the year under review and inspected a site, Burma Circle 
which according to a tradition, marks the ace of an old city locally known Burma 
as Sampanago (Oliampanagaio) Prof. P B Vidyavmod is maimed to identify 
tbs site with f Moha-Chan pV of Hraen Tsang, while M L Burnt and others Samyanm 
think that the place referred to by the tiaveller must, be Aimam 1 

The stoiy regarding the origin of the city is mixed np with wild legends 
According to a manuscript m the office of the Superintendent Aichreological 
Survey Burma Circle, the stray begins with King Site and Ins son Wiladia, 
the latter of whom is said to be the hero of one of the both atones of the 
Buddha The story of Wilatha (Vilasa) however, as far as 1 have been able 
to ascertain, cannot be identified with any of the straws in the Jatala Again 

it is recorded that Sampanago is one of the 84,000 sates selected by King 

A' oka for a set of 3ns pagodas tanks etc, and we read that, in the course 

of time the line of kings at Sampanago became extinct, and that in the 11th 

century A,X3 another site, where Bhamn is now situated, was selected bv 
a Shan Chief as the seat of Ins kingdom Tiom that tune onward there seems 
to have been a long fine of Shan chiefs and governors until the city 

was finally merged into the British Empire with the annexation of Upper 
Burma 

“However, our immediate interest is connected with Sampanago There 

was found here a cluster of small stupas by the side of which there was an 
enclosure walled m on all sides The latter covers about, a square mile m 
extent and this site is known as the site of the old city of Sampanago None 
of the stupas have, from their present atyle and shape any pretension to anti- 
quity, although the biggest among them, the Sliwekyma is reputed to June 
been originally ret up under the orders of King Asoka And, if we may judge 
by the size of the bricks found m the lower courses of the walls surrounding 

the site of the old city, the walls themselves cannot be older than the 13th— 

15th century AD There is no doubt that the cite requires further and moie

"When I was at Pagan in November last a certain Buddhist mont /'cju 
residing in a monastery at the north entrance to the Aranda Pagoda. Pagan 
brought to my notice the discovery of two small bronze images by a man 
named Mating Chit Pa while ploughing m his fields The images represent tne 
Buddha Dipankaxa standing with one hand raised m the abhayamuclra white 
the other band holds the hem of his robe Tiure images are fairly common m

Mr Chanda thinks belong to an unknown dynasty Though I hare not

In August 1925 Sir John Marshall sent me for decipherment and publica 
tiun m the Epi^m'phw foido Moslemicn the estampages ot eleven inset potions 
winch Mr B L Bhamn Assistant Superintendent Archeological Survey Hap 
putana and Central India had noticed during his tour m the Jaipm State 
The estampages have heert most welcome for with tl * exception oi only one 
inscription which conies from Pushkar ^ Aimer) the epigiapils have not heei 
published before and some of them apart from their artistic ment supply 
information not contained in contemporaiy wntmgs .For example the mserip 
tions from Naruuu mention a dynasty sihiek established itself as semnnde 
pendent in hfagaur (Pm] putana) on the disintegration oi the Dthu Xinprce 
attei the death ot Suit tn Firoz Shah Tughlaq in 1388 A D The names of 
three Governors ot Hagaur are voMtmnsd in the inscriptions— M uj hu l Jlulk 
Shams Mian and Mujahid Mian who ruled m succession Nagaur being situated 
on the outskirts of the territory of the Rajas of Mewar there seems to have 
been constant waifare between them and the Governors of Aagaur and from 
an inscription from Haxaina we find that m 840 H (1437 A B ) the Governor 
Hujdkid Khun wrested Simhkar and Bind van?, two important centres oi salt 
production from Raja Mukul of Mewar The calligraphy of there records ie 
also of a high order the motifs of some inscriptions showing an aimj marching 
with flying colours 

Another interesting inscription discovered ot Golconda in the rncom 
plete tomb which upto now was attributed to king Abul Haven Qitb ‘Muh 
has Anally ended the controversy regarding the identification of the said tomb 
The inscription bears the name of Muza Nizamud Dm Ahmad son m law of 
Abdullah Qutb Shall ami as it is incised on the oentul grave of the tomb 
there remains no doubt, tlat tbe building must be associated with the name 
ot the latter Aim! Hasan Qutb feluih died about 2o years l&tei thaw Muffl 
Awaniii d Dm and further there was no lore lost between the two foL at. the 
demise of SulUn Abdullah Qutb Shah who left no male issue a wai of 
Succession ensued m which Abu 1 Hasan and Musa hard mu d Dm figured as 
male It is therefore apparent that a tomb built by Abul Hasan lor himself 
could not haae become the resting place uf the last remains of kw antagonist 
Tic inscription has been included m a number of the Sptg> apkia Itido lloslc 
uticu which will be published shortly

Antiquities other than coins acquired during the year number 1 5Vo (ndratJ 
The bulk of these specimens (1 500) are from Mohen jo daro rnSind and reie Museum, 
received last j ear but have been registered this year They are on loan from the Calcutta 
Director General of Archmologv and will be dealt with by then chscov erers, aanmprasad 
Messrs R D Bjnerp and M S Vats in d le course More notable among the Chanda 
other acquisitions are the scnlptmes They include a few pillars and fragments 
belonging to the great ground rail of the ancient stupa of Btmhut (c 12o B C ) 
and half a dozen later median al images which I noticed for the first time 
m October 1925 in the Residence gardens at Sutna in the Rewa State m 
Bagkelkhand At the request of the Director General of Arrlueologj m India 
com e) ed thiongh the Political Department the Rewa Daibar have presented 
these relics to the Indian Museum One of the Blmrhit rail fragments thus 
acquired is the lower part of an ordinary rail pillai of the ground r.n! with 
three semi lions standing bad to bach (Plate LVIII fig a) Mith tins group 
may be compared the group of semi lions of the capital of the Sarnatl column 

of Asoka on the one hand and that on each of the two pillars of the eastern 

gateway of tie great, stupa it Sanchi on the other There are also three 

corner pillars of the same lail with a nearly hie size figure m bold relief on 
c.icli ot two of then adjoining sides Among the figures carved on these 

pillars three w ell pieserv ed ones are reproduced with tins note Plate LVIII, 
fig b shows a female figure ndmg astride on a horse and holding up a Garuda 
b annex m her left hand On the adjoining side of the same pillar is a standing 
male fig ire holding a flower mbs right hand (Plate LAIII fig c) This pillar 
was 1 nnwn to Cunningham for a photograph of the female Garuda standard 
bearei is published in Ins Stupa of B liar but Plate XAMI fig G and it 
must; have been removed to Sutna subsequent to his visit to Eharhut 4 
female figure wit! the left hand hanging down her side and holding a hunch 
of WiWl'v Sowers (Pbvta LA III fig d) is curved on another corner pillar The 
male figure on the mhotnm, vide of tins p IDr is verv badlv damaged Ilie 
thud corner pillar removed from Sutna beam on one side a standing female 
figure with a mirror 
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On tie rail pillars of Bharhut alieady exhibited m tie Indian Museum 
there are a dozen of sich figures From the ancient Biahnn luienptions ’wfncli 
many of these figures hear we know that they mostly represent l&kshus and 
Yakshims only two female jiguies being called Deltas and one male figure 
a YUga king lie figures carved on the pillars hiooght from Sutan may 
therefore be safely designated Yakshas and Yakslnnis Artistically these figures 
fall rate two groups One group particularly the fhtinu Devata (Cunningham 
Plate XXII I) and Suclnloma Yakuba {Cunningham Plate XXII 2) are rude 
and lifeless Though the modelling of the lmbs of the other group is as stiff 
and only slightly less crude they do not lack animation and the expression of 
the face shows calmness and dignity The male and female figuies carved on 
the three coiner pillars removed horn Sutma belong to the latter group 

The history of plastic art m Central India m the first three centimes of 
the Christa era is a blank In the Gupta period Central IwU as the survi- 
ving Brahmamc monuments <diow produced a very vigorous school of Brahmame 
art which does not differ m spirit from the Buddhist art The history ot 
sculpture in the same area in the p^st-Gupta period is a story of gradin'! 
decay The Gupta art was continental in character But m the later mediaeval 
period separate provincial schools look its place The later medieval sculpture 
found m the Sutna Residency gardens disclose the exigence of an independent 
Central Indunsthrool Six inscribed images m a, fan state of preservation 
enihle us to determine the peculiar traits of this school The first, among 
these (Plate LIX fig «) i? an eight armed goddess with a human face seated 
on the hack of an elephant on a lotus throne m mdh pryanL saw {half 
of the body resting on the seat) or Wojaiio with the right leg hanging down 
On the upper part of the background are carved eight celestial votaries 
the lower part being occupied by six Iranian ones The name of the 
goddess is supplied by a short epigraph in btthan i the glorious Mrani 
which is inscribed on the base 

The second image (Plate LIX fig l) represents another eight-armed 
goddess with the head of a bull seated on a lion m the same posture On 
the palm of one of her left hands is a seated figure of Ganesa and we easily 
distingmsl the consort of Ganesa and the goddess Visalakshi with the head 
of a pig 1 among the votaries carved to the left on the base On the base 
ol this image v> inscribed ttvYasubk the gka»na consort of the bull god 
The third image (Plate LIX fig e) is also an eight armed goddess with a 
k mian face and is seated m 'fiodm-'isaftc, on a lotus thione supported by two 
lions on two sides Her name in Samum gala is inscribed on the base 
The fourth image {Plate LIX % c?) has the face of a hon and is seated in 
htetma on it bon The mscxipkou on the base ran? sn Marasoto which 
eudently stands for Kurasimb The fifth (Plate LIX fig e ) n EU eight aimed 
goddess with a human face and a hood of seven serpent heads She site on 
a hon m Mama On the base of the image r s inscribed bn Nam the 
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glorious Ndgmi ’ These five images resemble one another to such an extent that Indian 
they may well hare been carved by the same artist The forms of the charae Museum,

ters used in the inscriptions lead us to assign them to the tenth century A 0 , 
if not to an earlier date The attendant figures with sharp pointed noses 
bear close resemblance to the decorative figures on the later mcdrreval temples 
of Orissa, while the contour of the faces of Indram, Sarvamamgak and Nugml 
recalls that of the taces of the images fixed in the niches of the temples of 
Bhuvanesvar Though exeicising mutual influence, the independence of the 
two schools the Central Indian and the Onssan, is indicated by the difference 
m the styles of decoration on the backgrounds of the images The back- 
ground of the Onssan image is filled with a trefoil arch, while our fcjutnn 
images have nicely decorated circuhu haloes behind the head whose shape 
also distniguishes them from the later medieval images of Bengal and Bihar 
with their oval shaped haloes The attendant figures of these five images are 
full of animation. The Yushabhd (Ynshahhi) and the Naiasunlu are monsters 
Tlie heauty of the figm.es of the other three goddesses is overshadowed by the 
multiplicity of arms and of the subsidiary figuies 

1 The sixth image from Sutin, 1 aibrav ana (Plate LIX, fig /) marks a 
further stage of decadence The letters of the inscription on the base containing 
the Buddhist orced indicate that tins image is a w ork of the twelfth century 
A IJ One very peculmi feature of this image of the god of wealth* is 
the group of pats below the lotus throne evidently containing corns The pot 
below the right foot is lying on the ground with round corns rolling out of it. 

"Some typical specimens of sculpture have also been received during the 
year fiom Bengal proper The eaikest m date is n black basalt standing image 
of "Vishnu (48" X 2ut") from Cbaitanpui District Burdwan The workmanship 
of this image is crude Its halo and the ariangement of its draper} closely 
resembling that of the small standing figure on the base of the seated image 
of the Jina Anshtaneim (Plate LYI, fig h) indicate that it is an inferior pro 
duction of the Gupta period The black basalt image (33’x 10") of Brahma 
(Plate L5, fig «) fmm Jianagar. District Bogra, presented by Mr D 
Macpheison, and the headless Gnruda- (Sol" X 12^ , Plate LX, figs 6 
and c) from Bele Xaiayaupui, District Bnbhum, should he assigned to the 
Sena period twelfth century A D , when the Eastern school of later median al 
sculpture was on its decline The image of Av alolntesvnra (19’ "X 8^") from 
Lakshmisarai, District Monghyr, Bihar (Plate LX, fig rf) presented by Mr J C 
Blench, Magistrate of Bmkun, should also be assumed to the same 
period Though these thiee sculptures are skilfully executed it is patent tlrnt 
the soul is departing from the art the} represent 

"Mr J C Trench Ins presented two other verj romikabk images of 
calcareous tale chlorite schist from the Bankura District m Bengal One of 
these is a neaily life swe image of \ishnu from Sarangaih and the other a 
seated image of the Jina Pamvanitka (34 " y 311"} (Plate LX, fig c) from 
Deulblnrn The modellmg of both bears closer resemblance to the sculptures 
found at Sucking in Mnyurblnnj than to the liter mediajval sculptures found 
in other parts of Bengal, These images scon to disclose the existence of n 
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local school ot later weduval sculpture tie peculiar character of which was 
determined by the material used 

Through the exertions ot Sian Sahib Shams ul Ularna Hafos Naan Ahmad 
a considerable number of Muslim antiquities other than coins have been added

third Persian inscription which has been presented by Maulavi Abul Hussain

117 Non Muhammadan and 51 Muhammadan coins have been added to 
the ramnet and a list of them s given m Appendix B Pundit B B Bidya 
bmod writes n a note that among the non Muhammadan coins the 54 punch 
marked copper coins purchased from the Bov 0 E Heise deserve special 
notice These corns were discovered by accident at Madhipur a village m 
the Bkgalpur District in Bihar During the rams of 1924 the Kosi nver 

Hooded the village and exposed a structure wherein the villagers found these 

corns They were acquired and sent to the Archaeological Section of the Indian 
Museum foi examination by Mr Heise who was ultimately persuaded to sell 
them to the Indian Museum Some of these coins are square and others ret 
tangular in shape They vary m weight from 1C3 9 to 280 7 grams A. copper

foliated border enclosing a floral dcsisn (Plate LSI figs a and 6) 

The total nxxmbei of coins received dur n 0 tiic year was 307 and included 
8 gold molmrs 241 s ihei lupees and llo copper coins (see Appendix B)

from the Dneetor General of Archaology in India 

A collection of 1621 coins or the Sultans of Delhi including 270 gold 
and siher corns purchased by the Duectoi Gcncnl of Aichreolcgy in India 
from Mr Nelson Wnght together with 1 344 coins, presented last year by the 
latter to the Delhi Museum and n 1 rupee of QutbudDin Mubarak Shah were 
sent to Mi Nelson Wright who bat cemented to piepaie a catalogue of teem 
The Gallery ksristwnt continued the catalogue started by myself and entered 
therein all tie other corns of the Sultans of Delhi received up to date It 
is proposed to ^end the manuscript of this catalogue to Mr Nchon Wnght 
with a view to enabling him to aneoiponte m Ins catalogue sinh coins 
out of it as are not represented m Ins collection 
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The only acquisition to tlie Ta] Museum was a manuscript copy ot the 
History of the Ta] presented by the heirs of Kai Dhiiaj Karan Bahadur of 
Monghyr Tne manuscript which is m Persian, contains the names of the. 
builders of the Ta] a detailed description of the various buds of stones used 
in it and the readings of the inscriptions it bears Other manuscript copies of 
the hook are f also in existence hut it is veiy doubtful if the information 
contained therein is reliable 

f Year by year an increasing number of people visit the Peshawar Museum 
the total in the year under review being 71 479 Hot only does the museum, 
attract visitors from the neighbouring provinces but it also enjoys a foreign 
reputation no less than 74 applications having been received from European 
scholars for photographs of antiquities exhibited therein Among the distin 
guished usitois in 1923 was His Majesty the King of the Belgians who evinced 
peat interest m the collections 

Decent acquisitions number 193 all save ton being corns An interesting 
terracotta figure was purchased locally while Lt Col B A Lyall, late H B 
M s Consul General Kashghsr presented to the museum a number of small 
stucco and terracotta figurines fiom Khotrn in Chinese Turkestan These 
latter are of special interest on account of then affinity to the Grseco Buddhist 
antiquities of Gandhara 

The Hon hie Sir H N Bolton Chief Commissioner Noith West 
frontier Province presented a broken bowl of unknown provenance containing 
174 copper comt live of these were of the Kuslian ling Kamshka the 
remainder seem ugly Sassaman pieces m very poor condition 

Twenty two looks and reports were added to the museum library and 
several local officers interested w numismatics and histoiy frequently resort to 
it for purposes of study 

A new show case and six neat teakwood stands for Buddha heads which 
formeiiy hy in window openings were purchased and these fine antiquities 
are now adequately exhibited in the Main Hah 

Among the most valuable exhibits m the Museum are 45 inscriptions 
These are m many languages and scripts and have not yet received the atten 
tion they deserve An endeavour is being made to collect and publisn in some 
convenient form all possible information concerning them and to obtain autho- 
ntativc translations fiom specialists in epigraphy 

Inscription No is ui Kufic script winch has been in the Museum since 
10H has recently been deciphered and published by Mr Muha mma d Hamid 
Kuraishi shut Superintendent Archaeologies] Survey in the Eftsgrapftia 
fni/n Modmirn 1921 22 This is the oldest Moslem epigraph yet discovered in 
India It is said to have been found thirty two years ago built into the 
wall ot a well at Hund in the Swabi Tahsnl of the Peshawar District Now 
nund is oluost coitimly identified with the ancient Udabimda the capital 
oi Gindhun m the time of the Hindu Skit hugs 0 f Kabul The inscrip 
tion records the building o£ a well m the year A H 482 (1098 AD) The 
stone would, therefore appear to have been recovered from itsor.gmal position 
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The inscription is of historical value as proving that hy 1008 Hand ms in Peshawar 
eluded m the Gliaznavide kingdom It is hoped that equally valuable informa 
tion may he obtained from the other inscriptions which are yet to he deciphered n^rgi-eai es 
The want of accommodation in the m iseum is 1 eerily felt and it is (Curator) 
hoped that the proposed museum extension may be carried out m the near 
iutuie for there is little purpose m excavating sites on the Frontier if the 
recovered antiquities hate to be hidden away m go downs 

' Lawns and hedges have at last been laid down around tl e museum and

During the year under review the services of the Archaeological Chemist; 
were in special demand on account of the extensive escalations m the Indus 
valley end Baluchistan As the ami m Sind is heavily charged with saline 
matter and the antiquities found there urumble away quickly elaborate anangc 
meets had to be made for then preservation before starting the excavations 
Mr Sana Ullali was deputed therefore to Mohcnjo daro early m December 
to equip a field labor itory theie TMutunately the subsoil water at Molenjo 
daro also contains an appreciable quantity of these talts and it has been 
deeded therefore to utilize the Indus water for wash ng the antijuities in 
the kboretotj Bvtilkd water the supply of v Inch is obviously limited is 
hemg uswl only foi metals and objects of special value The preservation of 
teals of steal tc and paste was can ed out by steeping them n distilled 
iiafct until fiee fiom the injurious salts then drying and impregnating them 
luth cellulose acetate solution Soft tnd painted objects were protected with 
a, ccatng of cellulose acetate before placing them m water In this manner 
the painted pottery of Nal was also successfully preserved The cleaning of

The year tinder review was very noh in treasure trove The finds of Eastern, 
coins are not oi much importance hut two important finds of treisuie not Clide 
consisting of corns deserve special mention. One of these discoveries consists ^r^R^ fi- 
ef a very fine metal image of the twelve armed Mahishamsuddmi which came ^ 
to light at the village of Kesavpur m the Dmajpur distnet The image is m 
perfect condition and belongs to the tenth or eleventh century A. I) The 
goddess stands in the position of an archer (ahdha) with her right foot on the 
back of a lion while her victim, the demon hlahish sura, who has assumed the 
form of a human being is attacking her with a sword The weapons and other 
objects held in the twelve hands are perfectly distinct. We also observe two mima 
tare figurines representing the donois one on each side of the pedestal and i 
Kirttamkha at the top of the baclc ground the edge of which bears row’s of 
tongues of flame The sculpture was sent for examination to Calcutta and it 
was proposed to acquire it but the Government of Bengal decided to return 
it for worship to the owner of the land m which it was found 

" The second find was made by a peasant wlule digging m a field which 
was formerly the bed of a river called Chandra Bil m the Police area oi 
Mulisudpur in Sub division Gopalganj of the Eandpur district The find is 

of considerable importance as this is only the second recorded instance of the 

recovery of ancient vessels used m religious worship 1 The only other instance 
is when fora metal stands for conch shells one t»v,m I undo, and one antique 
lamp were discovered m 1911 at Sitaliati in the tamtam district along with a 
copper plate grant of king B allala semi uf Bengal The Eandpur find consists 
of 70 pieces The majority of them are vessels with c itar spouts called 
bltnngara in Sanskrit and garlu in modern Bengali They are of different shapes 
and sizes and the largest of them could not have been meant foi domestic 

purposes The same remarks apply to the immature vessels which are too 

small to have been of any use in evoiy day life Two or three cooking vessels 
called ba'junii oi balmy una m Eastern Bengal and hmidn in Western Bengal 
were also found m the collection along with hrge 'ind small copper triys These 
trays arc of two different lands namely, tamuilmidas of the same shape as 
those still used m Bengal and another type the exact purpose of which can 
not yet be determined They may have been stands for water vessels with 
round bottoms or trays in winch figures of gods were washed Copper dishes 
are used for this purpose at the present day These dishes are placed on me til 
tripods end the images placed m them to be bathed and worshipped The 
most important and peculiar objects of the lot are eight specimens which fall 
into three classes Tour of these arc roughly triangular m shape with a pro 
jection below the base to which is attached an ornate ring ending m a knob

DcsjECEATioh op Sultan Guam a tomb at Delhi 
(By Khan Sahib Maulvi Zufar Hasan B A ) 

In the month, of September 102 j the graves m the tomb of Saltan Ghan Desecration of 
were desecrated by some mischief makers and the tomb being venerated as 
that of a saint by the local Muslims the event created a great sensation IvImil S!1 j ljE) 
in that c ommuni ty The matter was immediately brought to the notice Maulvi Zafar 
of the Police but their investigations have so far failed to trice any of the ,!nsan 
culprits 

The tomb lies some four miles to the north west of the Qutb It consists 
of an enclosure which stands nn a high plinth and has a bastion crowned by 
a flat conical dome of Hindu style at each of the four angles On the east 
is a gateway which projects forward and contains a flight of steps giving access 
to the interior of the enclosure The outer archway of the gate has a marble 
dado and bears an inscription recording that the tomb was bruit by Sultan 
ShauisudDm Altamish m the year 629 AH {1231 32 AD) The enclosure 
contains an open courtyard surrounded by pierced walls on the north and south 
and colonnades on the east and west The western colonnades serve as the 
prayer chamber of a mosque The tomb chamber is a subterranean struct «e, 
octagonal m plan and m height rising to 4 <V above the ground Its walls 
aro faced with slabs of marble and on the east a flight of seven steps alter 
natively of marble and red sandstone leads to the top A low and narrow 

door on the south gives entrance to the chamber winch is leached by a flight 

of fifteen steps Inside are four columns of dressed stone m the centre and 
one at each of the angles of the octagon The total height of the chamber 
is lo 3" and light and ait ore admitted only through the small doorway 
Theie are four muns cnlied graves in the chamber two of men the thud 
of a woman and the fourth a small one of a child All of these graves 
except the small one were desecrated They were originally constructed of 
bncl masonry in June coated with whitewash and each of them consisted 
of a clahtlrc suunounted by a iawr The bricks used m them were not hi 
Jrnin but of a bigger sue HD K7"x2]'’ like those used in the parapets of the 
dedans Hie graves were not entirely razed to the ground only their la it, *os 
being demolished by the vandals In the case of the guv e on the west however 

the top of the chahilm wis also dismantled and the interior exposed to view 

The latter was a hollow chamber lined and covered with red sandstone s aba 
The roofing slabs of the chalutra which were displaced and two others which 
were broken to piece were caned with geometrical patterns an 1 also wth 
the word Alla! in Kune diameters A few of the slabs in the inner lining 
were also -culptured while the rest of them were only roughly chiselled The 
use of carved and inscribed slabs inside a grave is very unusual and it is beloved 
that they mu-t have Urn utilized for want of plain ones The graves have now

Svitafar to reconstruct the dismantled graves as exact replicas of the original structures 
Hasan As recorded m the nuciption the tomb was built by Sultan Skamsu d Dm 

Altanush as the last resting place of Nasiru d Dm Mahmud who was Ins eldest 
son and died at Lakhnaufci m C2G A H (1228 2D A D ) In the year 623 A H 
(1226 AD) the prince wan given the fef of Oudh where he distinguished 
himself by subduing the rebels of the country Prom Oudh he marched to 
Lakhnauti which he captured by defeating and putting to death its ruler 
Gfoyatku d Dm Dm Khaly Ke remmed at Lakhnauti but soon after died, there 
m the pnme of lus life 1 and his corpse was brought to Delhi for burial It 

s interesting to note that out of lus love for the deceased Altanush gave the 

name of Nasnu-dDm Mahmud to bis second son who ascended the throne 
after Sultma Razia and reigned for about 20 years The origin of the name 
Sultan Ghan is not known possibly the epithet has been given to the prmce 
on account of the vaulted crypt (g£«r) in winch he is buried

The first panel to the left shows two standing male figures with mutilated 

heads The right arm of the left figure is bioken but appears to have been 
doubled and held up to the shoulder while the left hand is placed over the 
knee and the body bent at the waist He weam an armlet- and a nccl lace 
The figure to the nght is of an attendant reclining with both hands ovei a 
tapering club while the legs are crossed The next panel is separated by a 
pilaster decorated with single lotus medallions and is probably the central or 
chief panel It shows Surya squatting in his chariot driven by the legless 

Arum The arms and part of the gods forehead are broken off Two banners 
aie seen waving from a staff and the chariot lias one wheel only as laid dov-n 
by authorities The horses and the third panel have disappeared with the 
missing portion but the stars on the rim are seen fading and disappear 
mg with the advance of the clanot The relief is bold and full of animation, 
and ranks among the best sculptures from Ahai

haloed and standing erect except the last representing Ynruha But they

That on the thud face 
and the Nnsimha stand motionless and devoid of the thrilling animation ah so 
lately inseparable from the conception of their incarnation Mr B D Banerp has 
described two lugas from the ancient town of Kaman in Bajputana now m 
the Ajmer Museum'’ They are carved with representations of Vishnu Brahma, 
Mva and Surya surrounded by attendants whereas the Ahar specimen shows 
1 ishnu and ins incarnations only There is no inscription on the Inga but 
from its sty 1c of evecut on it appears to belong to the late mediiEval period 


The JIabriage or the Bouhisattva m G-ahdhaba mars

Oandliara reliefs deputing the Marriage of the BodJimttva hitherto pub 
hshed are regrettably few 3 hut several have reached the Peshawar Museum 
from vsr ous sources 1 The artists generally have not been expansive m their 
treatment of this scene and have often reduced its composit on to the lowest 
terms It is only the sculptor of No 1060 Lahore Museum {Plate LXVI 
fig a) who does something to indulge our desire for detail by showing the 
betrothed hand m hand about to circumambulate the sacred fire and hy pro 
viding the bridegroom with two attendants and the bale with five 

But v.liile there is considerable diversity in. the representation of tins scene 
there is one detail which even the most abbreviated version does not fail to 
reproduce the bndc is mvanablv given a very long tram which is upheld by 
an attendant 

This tram bearer is so constant and characteristic a feature of the mar 
m«e reliefs that the fragmentary scene No 250 Peshawar Museum (Plate 
LXn fig c ) would he immediately identifiable even were it divorced from the 
one to the left which depicts the subsequent event The life m the Palace 
how =o many of the details in these Grceco Buddhist sculptures are sketched 
from life tint it is unpiobublc that thn long tram so constantly associated 
vith the royal marring is a mere fanciful creation of the artist v, ho or: united

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In Song Yun s account of tie Ye tha we read ' The royal ladies of the The Marriage 
Ye tha country also wear state robes which trail on the ground three feetof fbe Bodlu« 
or more they have special train bearers for carrying these lengthy robes 1

It is not intended to imply tiat these reliefs are assignable to the time 
of Song YYin and still less to the period of the White Hun domination m 
Gnndhara which was m all probability marked by the destruction of the very 
monuments whence these reliefs emanate It will however be recalled 
that ethnologically the Yetlia were allied to their predecessors m India the 
Rushans and it w as because of this ethnic relationship that the White Huns 
(Ye tha) were later so completely absorbed into the population of Northern 
India 

In this detail of the tram and train bearer may reasonably be seen a 
fashion m dress of one of the northern invaders of India, m all probability 
of the Rushans a fashion confined to the epouse prmcipale du roi and 
moreover a distinctive feature well known to those for whom these reliefs were 
created and one which even in its moat abbreviated form could not fail 
to suggest to the simplest observer a royal marriage and to the better 
informed Buddhist the royal mainage pen excellence that of the Bodhisattva to 
Yasodhara 

The sculptor could therefore have hardly chosen a better and more charac 
teristic detail in order to convey Ins intention even when os in Plate LY\I 
fig 6 the bride herself is missing or even when the relief is red iced to its 
extremist tenuity and deplete only the bnde and bridegroom each with a 
single attendant Plate LXVI figs c and d

tie Eistern School of Mediaeval Indian Sculpture and belongs to tke period 
of revival under Malupula I it to the first half of the eleventh century 
AD Here wo see Siva and Durga standing side by side with Brahma seated 
fin the ground between them in front of the altar of sacrificial fire A male 
attendant stands on either side of the deities while five figures of musicians 
occu on the pedestal flanked by Sivas bull and Durga's hon There is a 
to and aich over the head of the divine pair on winch are seated the nine 
planets beginning with the Sun god on the left and ending with Ketu on the 
right At each end ot the areh is a seated figure which cannot be recognised 
It lull be seen that this sculptors is different from the uaual Eastern Bengal 
tv pe in which Durga is placed in front of Siva and not by his aide Two 
such specimens both collected at one time by Mr Nahm Kanta Bhattasali

monks and the monks wearing an upper and an under garment like the Sic 
tambara monks of our day is a3 old as the time of llahavira But this dis 
tmction did not lead to a serious schism m the .Tama community till nearly 
sis hundred years later The Ihvetumbara story of the rise of the Digambara 
sect is told m the ^msalnniyntti by Bhadiabahvi, m the Pruracliaua-parTlsfia 
or Kufa! shalavsilasahasrahrana by DharmasSgara 2 in. the commentary on the 
Kalpastiim by Samuyasundaropadhyoya 3 and in other works These authorities 
agree m stating that the Botika or Digambara order of Jama monks was started 
GOP years after the Nirvana of Mahavira or in S3 A.D by one Sivabhuti at 
Rat'havrapuia A Digambara writer named Devasana states m his Datiana- 
sara (wntten in Sam vat 990=A,D 033) 4 that the SveKlmbara order was started 
by Jmachandra at Valablu m Saurashtra (Kathiawar) 136 years after the death 
of King A ikrama, that is to say, in AD 79 Though the stones relating to 

the origin of the schism told by the writers of the two sects differ widely, 

their substantial agreement regarding the date is very remarkable and appears 
to be based on genuine tradition Thg AmsalanifliiUi winch gives the date 
and the names of persons and places but not the Svetambara story of the 
origin of the schism is an old work-* and may be relied on for the date Ac 
cording to some modem European scholars the difference that ultimately led 
to the schism first appeared wiien in the second century after the umana of

years after the death of Mahavira) a famine broke out in Alagadha which 
forced a considerable number of Jama monks to migrate to tbe south In 
their absence a council ms held at Fataliputra that fixed the text of the 12 
Aligns of the Tama canon When the exiles returned they not only refused 
to recognise the canon fixed by the Council of Fatabputra, but were dissatisfied 
with the relaxation of discipline among the brethren who had remained in 
Magadha G Such a combination of the Svetamharft and Digambara traditions 
is hardly justifiable The earliest fxve tambara list of the Stbavnas who suc- 
ceeded Mfihilvlra is given in the Therm all section of the Kalpasutra of Bhadra-

These tales are probably of as little historical value as others of tins type 
told, hy earlier writers But they indicate that though the difference between 
the two sections of the Jama monks was a long standing one, it did not lead 
to a definite schism — to the final separation, till the last quarter of the first 
century A D 

In a sculptured panel unearthed hy K tuner from the KankSIi Tila at 
Muttra m the working season of 1890 91 we see the repiasentutmn of a monk 
who may be designated an Ardhaphalaka A drawing of the panel is ^pro- 
duced by Vincent Smith in the Jama jSiiqw and othci Antiquities of Mathura, 

Plate XVII, fig 2 According to Vincent Smith the \ otive inscription on 
tlus panel is dated m the year 9o ( { ) The most interesting figure m the 
lower compartment of the panel is that of an evidently naked ascetic holding 
up a rajtA'nona ot brush ra the right hand A piece of doth is thrown oier 
lus left lower arm held in front of and screening the male organ.

In none of the accounts of the separation of the Digambaras and the 
Svetambaras that I know, are the differences m the type of the images ot 
the Jmas (whether naked oi draped) included among the points of difieience 
that led to the schism The earliest known images of the Tirthankaras have 
been found at Mathura (p 124) Most of them bear votive inscriptions 
ranging m date from the year 4 to the year 08 of the reign of the Kushan 
emperors Kamshka, Huvishka and Yasudeva roughly corresponding to AD 82 
to 17fi The standing images of this gioup are all naked and show the male 
organ The seated images also hear no marks of drapery, but as the hands 
touch the abdomen, they do not show the male organ The inscriptions on 
these images leave no room for doubt that in the Kushan period the Svetam- 
baras or their precursors belonging to gatias, iaUus and Jtttfas mentioned in 
the Svetamhara work, the Katymutra} from which the modern Svetamhara monks 
trace their spiritual descent, worshipped naked images There are also evidences 
to indicate that the same practice continued at least up to the eleventh cen- 
tury AD In December 188D F abler found in the Kankali Tila at Mathura 
two colossal seated Jma images now preserved m the Lucknow Provincial 
Museum, J 143 and J 143 Both these images are undraped, but in both the 
male organ is hidden by the palms of the hands {Vincent Smith's Jama Stitpa, 
Plates XCV and XCIV) The first (J 143}, as the coil of the serpent 
behind the torso shows, is an image of the twenty-tkrd Jma Piiisva On

In the later medieval period, alongside of the naked seated Jma images 
that- do not actually show the male organ, we occasionally come across two 
other types of seated Jma images In one of these types space is left between 
the abdomen and the hands rendering the carving of the male organ possible, 
and m the other though the tbghs or legs bear no mark of drapery, the 
anchdilu or the border of the lorn cloth is engraved on the lotus throne 
(Plate LYI, fig e)

Dharaka a bvetambara residing at Gomandalagrama m Suxushtra then went 
on pilgrimage to Girnar with his seven sons and 700 warriors There ensued 
n fight between him and the troops of Khangara the keeper of the Girnar 
fortj in which Dharaka’s seven sons and all his soldiers were killed Dharaka 
proceeded to Gopagm (Gwalior) and complained to long Aina and bs spiritual 
guide Bappahhattasuxi Ama proceeded to Girnar with a large army Then 
there was a debate over the question of the possession of Girnar between the 
Svetumbaias and the Digambaras which continued for a month Ultimately 
the goddess Amhikt, settled the dispute by reciting the stanza, Djjantase 
lasthare, etc , ’ * on the peak ot the lull Ujjantu and the parties agreed 
henceforward to differentiate their images, — the Digambaras by showing the 
male organ and the Svetambaras by engraving the anchakin or the border of 
the cloth This differentiation relates mainly to images of the Tirtbankaias 
seated in meditation 

The story of the dispute over the Girnar hill is repeated in the KupahJia 
laitidasahnsrahrana or PravacJinnapanlsM written by Dharnmsagara m Samvat 
1620 (1572 73 AD) The work consists of Prakrit stanzas with a Sanskrit 
commentary by the author himself s In Chapter II (stanzas Go C7) the dispute 
over the Girnar or Ujjanta bill is briefly described In tbs account Dli uaka, 

Ama and Bappabhatta find no place It is simply related that when there 
was a dispute between the Svetambaras and the Digambaras oacr the posses 
sion of Girnar Sasnmsuri or the goddess presiding ovei tile Jaina law decided 
that those who (i e the Svefimbaras) believed that women might attain salva- 
tion were entitled to the possession of the holy place It is added that in 
the court of the king (who is not named) the goddess announced her diction 
through the mouth of a maiden brought from a distant country who uttered 
two stanzas In the first stanza is invoked Yardhanuna (Mali ivira) w lio is 
called the t naiour of both men and women and the second stanza is the one 
also referred to by the author of the Vp^ltkdaraHfjnv and runs thus —

Rai Bahadur been founded in the middle of the 11th century A.D m the tune of the 
Salmi ^ am Tomara Chief Anangapala as an inscription dated in the year Sambvat 1109 
in his reign is engraved on the non pillar near the Qutb Mmar and is the 
earkete monument connected with the history of Delhi The present inscrip- 
tion (Hate LXYII fig dj is tlwretoie of interest inasmuch as it shows that 
before the .wheat of the Tomaras the city of Delhi must have formed 
part of the domin ons of Bhojadeva the well known Pratihara King of 
Kauauj 

The epigraph was first noticed by Rai Bahadur Pandit Gaun Shankar 
Hirachand Ojha Supcrmteadent Ajmer Museum nhose attention was drawn 
to it hv a chowladai attached to the monuments situated m the Indrapat

The inscription is a fragmentary one and the inscribed surface measures 
1 metes in length hy 4 inches m height It conssts of 5 lines which are 
incomplete at both ends and it is not known how many lines have been lost 
at the beginning and the end The existing portion is m a good state of 
preservation The charactcis are of the same type as those in other known 
inscriptions of Bhojedeva The name of the lung is well preserved in the 
first line but the date is broken off as are also his titles Tire second line 
seems to refer to the acquisition of half the site of a house bv somebody 
whose name lias not survived The third line appears to refer to the con 
fctruction of a deva(Lula) which faced towards the west The latter part of the 
third hne and the whole of the fourth line appear to have specified the boun 
danes of some place presumably the very house site referred to in the second 
line As usual m inscriptions the southern boundary would appear to have 
been mentioned first of all and the vmrga at the beginning of the fourth lmc 
would thus mark the termination of the word dalshmia} The name of the 
owner of the building situated on the south side of the propci t} purchased 
cannot be made out with certainty Then follows the word jj a<chmntal 1 on 
the west hut the name of the building is lost as are also the other two

of opinion is, however, at present attainable about the period when Krishna 

lived According to orthodox Hindu hehef he flourished at the end of the 
Dvaparo or the beginning of the Kali era when the great Mahabharata wai 
was fought, and which event is placed in the yeai 8,102 B 0 Scholars rightly 
consider this date to be too early and Mr Pargiter, who hae made a careful 
study of the Buranas, arrives at the conclusion that the M&habh&rata wax could 
not possibly have been fought prior to 1 000 years B 0 Perhaps the aetual 
date will be found to he somewhere between these extremes That Krishna 
nmst have lived long before Buddha, P&ninu etc , needs no corroboration His 
exact date mint, however, remain a matter of controversy until further monu- 
mental evidence is brought to light which will place the matter at rest. We 

already possess a number of inscriptions, eg. the Chasundi inscription, the 

Besnagar pillar inscription, the Nanaghat cave inscription, the Mathura stone 

inscription etc which show that Krishna had aheady heen raised to the rank 

of a divine being before those epigraphs were recorded The earliest sculp- 

tures illustrating various exploits attributed to Krishna which are so far known 
to us are certain, b-ts reliefs of the Gupta period at Matidor near Jodhpur 

and other places The sculpture (Plate LX VII, fig c) which forms the subject 
of this note is preserved in the collections deposited m the Mathura Museum, 
A part of the seulpt-uie is missing and the existing portion was discovered 
by Rai Bahadur Pandit Radha Krishna m the Gayatn mound near the city 
of Mathura There is no inscription on the fragment, hut the style of carving 
proves beyond doubt that it must be assigned to the earlj^Kushana period, 

* e , the 1st or 2nd century AD The incident represented is the carnage of the 
baby Krishna across the Jumna immediately after his birth m the prison m 
which Devaki and her husband Yasndeva, had been confined by Kamaa 
Several of then children had been destroyed by the tyrant and m order to 
piotect their new babe from the same fate Vasudeva decided to exchange 
him for the daughter of Yaeoda and Nanda who had been born at the same 
moment It was Taming heavily and the nver wa3 m full flood when Vnsu- 
dfva descended into the water to cioss over to the opposite bonk The baby 

was placed m a winnowing basket (s«p«) which he carried on his head and 

the snake demy oeska advanced m front to dnve away wafer with Ins many 
hoods In this way Vasudeva safely crowed over to the other side of the river 
to the village of Ookuk The representation m this sculpture faithfully follows 
the description of the event given in the Bhagmta-purana and elsewhere. 
We find at the near end of the nver, a stout person with ks hand applied 
to something on his head The water is covered with npplea and we see a 
uumbet of aquatic animals, namely, a crocodile swallowing a fish, tortoises 
etc , and in front of them a seven-hooded Nagn advancing towards the oppo- 
site bank The sculpture is important, as it shows that the legend of Krishna 
sw depicted m the Puranas was already well-known and represented in sculp

' Sit John Marshal! a few years ago, hat ing recommended certain measures Hyderabad 
feu the consen ation of the cares at Eliora an estimate based on Ins sugges ( G cccati ) 
tions has been prepared in the Public IVorls Depaitment Hr tier ab ad and dan! 
repairs recently commenced The most important item executed tbs year Ccp-scrMtion 
is the conservation of the gateway of the famous cure — Kadasa Owing to 
the disintegration of the rock the gateway had been for some time past in a 
perilous condition Lilt a substantial steel framework has non been inserted 
and thus the possibility of the collapse of tbs important adjunct to the monu- 
ment has been averted A sum of Rs 10 400 was spent on the ronserr ation 
of the gateway and on other minor repairs oSected at the Kailasa 

Another important worl done at this cave was the conservation of the 
remains of the frescoes on the ceiling of the portico of the Great Hall This 
work has been successfully executed by Mr Ghnlam Nabi, the Mechanic who 
was specially trained under the Italian Restaurateurs during the penod of their 
work at Ajanta 5Ir Glralam Nab has also completed this year the cousciva 
tion of those frescoes of Caie XVII (Ajanta) which were omitted by the Italian 
Rtslamitcvrs owing to insufficient time at tkur disposal 

During the rains landslips a not uncommon occurrence at Ijanta bring 
down pieces of rod which block the fronts of the cares and often carry away 
the raffing and parapet walls In the j ear under report a sum of Rs 8 854 
lias been spent, on knelling and clearing the fronts of several caves and on 
setting up a neat pipe railing m places where the passage had become dan 
gerous owing to landslips 

The construction of a new road from the Tarda pur bungalow to the 
cares alluded to in the Report for last year lias been making npid pi ogre -s

Mamal neai I’ahalgam, and Hanvan The various items of these 
repairs were of too petty a nature to b° mentioned, m detail here 

‘ Only Ks 1,300 were allotted under this head and so very little work 
could be taken in hand The excavation of one of the three mounds at Zilun- 
pm a below Ear amnia which had been partly earned out last yem , was resumed 
and finished this year The monument revealed is a tempb built of lime*

In lespect of the monuments outside the 1 oit the cunscivation of the 
monolithic pillai known as Jartldiamba or pillar of victory kts completed 
during the year Ti e pillai a Inch is situated at a distance of about a mile 
and a half to the north of the town stands about 20 feet above ground and 
bears an inscription recounting the genealogy of the Tornaia kings of Gwalior 
and Narwni There w also a Sati monument in close vicinity to the pillar 
The surroundings of both these monuments have been freed from jungle and 
levelled To ensure the stability of the pillar the foundations of which were 
being undermined and washed away a masonry platform of suitable dimen 
sions has been built round its base, and this platform now senes as a conve 
ruent landing from which to examine the inscription which is too high to he 
easily read from the ground Two tombs of Armenian missionaries one mside 
and the other outside the town of Narwar were liberated from jungle and rub 
bish with which they had been covered and further their surroundings were 

tidied up Stone inscriptions m Hindi and English giving names and short
